Not only that. but within a couple 
of seconds after it was known that 
something was wrong the informa- 
tion had been confirmed, and in the 
words of the story of Pearl Har- 
bor the Wilmington Police knew 
that “This is No Drill”. A bank 
robbery was in progress 

The alarm was flashed on the 
radio 

Patrolmen Dolan and Marfleet 
were a little more than half a 
mile away. in a Police Cruiser. 
Silently thev turned towards the 
bank. The siren was not sounded 
In less than a minute after the 
robbery had started Dolan was 
opening the door to the bank, to 
see the robber standing in front 
of the counter, back to the street. 

‘And. as already related. two 
more police cruisers pulled up 
within seconds. That would-be 
robber never had a chance. 

‘The would be robber was 
arraigned in Woburn Court on 
Friday morning. He gave his name 
as Robert Johnson. aged 36. He 
had @ Medford address.

To Mrs. Dorothy Burke. bank 
teller. he handed a paper bag 
Empty the drawer” he said 
When that was done he had a 
second order. “Empty the other 
one!" Mrs. Burke never faltered. 
for one second. She did exactly 
as she was told to do 

Philip Dalrymple. branch mana- 
ger. was in the back room. He 
wanted to call the police. but he 
knew he didn’t have to. There 
was really nothing for him to do 
except to wait for the police to 
arrive. Mrs. Burke. he says. 
"Never lost her cool” 

A Rainy Day 

It was a rainy day. last Thurs- 
day. and the robber was noted by 
several persons. because of his 
actions before the attempted rob- 
bery. Gas station attendants at 
the Shell Gas Station saw him. 
walking up and down the sidewalk 
Twice he went south, and then 


twice he went north. in a few 
minutes of time. That guy. they 
decided, is a nut, to be out there 
walking in the rain 

What he had done. it turned out, 
was to steal a Rambler car from 
the Photon parking lot. He drove 
it to the parking lot in North Wil- 
mington, and left the motor run- 
ning. It was about fifty feet away 
from the bank 

Then he walked back and forth 
to the Photon parking lot twice - 
just to see if the alarm had been 
raised over a missing car. That's

And. when it turned out 
one had tmissed the Rambler, he 
went on with his plans. r 

The bank was empty of custom- 
ers when he entered. just be. 
fore 3 pm. for his last minute for 
a while as a free man 


Curiously enough. he ended up 
losing his wallet. too. while in the 
bank 

No one can explain it. 
wallet was found in the waste 
basket, in the fover Somehow 
during the “*frisk” made by Dolan 
and Marfleet. that wallet was 
transferred to the waste basket 
It was found later. during a 
search of the bank premises 

And Beverly Wagstaff has her 
own comment: I never was so glad 
to see anvone in my life. as I 
to see Officer Dolan come through:

The State DPU report was dated

In addition, the electric meter 
of Mr Joseph Vittorioso of 24

The test equipment consisted of 
an accurately calibrated portable 
watthour standard and a portable 
loading device «phantom load 
The method for testing watthour 
meters in the field consists 
simply of comparing the accu 

of registration of the custe 
meter with that of an accurate 
watthour standard which is peri 
odically calibrated to insure a 
high degree of accuracy In addi 
tion, the meter’s register radio 
is also checked to determine the 
correctness of the gearing which 
translates the rotation of the 
meter's disc into kilowatt hours 
as shown on the meter's dials

in the life of Colonel Baldwin was 
the construction of the Middlesex 
Canal. which goes through Wil- 
mington.

‘The Woburn Company of Minute 
Men assisted in the effort to save 
the Baldwin Mansion They hap: 
pened to be discussing the fact 
with Wilmington Minute Men, one 
day. and the Baldwin Apple came 
up for discussion too. 

The decision was made to have 
the Wilmington Company of 
Minute Men present trees to the 
mansion. It was easier said than 
done 

‘There were no nurseries around. 
that could be found, where Bald- 
win Apples were growing. After 
much research by the Wilmington 
Minute Men. a nursery in upper 
New York State was found that 
grew Baldwin Apple trees 

A presentation of the apple trees 
was made on June 19th. with rep: 
resentatives of both companies of 
Minute Men present. The trees 
were accepted by Dr. John Me- 
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Cauley, chairman of the Wobiirn 
Historical Commission, 

The reward? In twenty vears of 
so. if those trees survive. the 
Woburn Minute Men have pro- 
mised enough Baldwin Apples for 
the Wilmington Minute Men to have 
for a cider press!

Prepare Dump Plans 


By a three to two vote, and after one hour and five 
minutes of debate the Wilmington Selectmen. Monday 


night, 


ordered Town Manager Sterling Morris to Pre- 
pare plans for a permanent dump, for the tow 


. for the 


town, and have it ready for the next special or annual 


Town Meeting 


Selectman Caira would not vote 
for the motion. He stated he will 
not vote on any motion that orders 
the Town Manager to do some- 
thing. Neither did Selectman 
Backman vote for the order. He 
made no statement at the time 
but for the greater part of the 
hour had been trving to have the 
Selectmen lay a motion to take 
land in South Wilmington for a 
dump. on the table 

The debate was long, and wide 
ranging. with members of the 
Board of Health. the Town Coun- 
sel and the Sanitarian joining in 
from time to time. as well as the 
Superintendent of Streets and 
John Majewski of the Town En- 
Rineer's office 

The Selectmen were unable to 
agree on the taking by eminent 
domain of a large abandoned gra- 
vel pit. near the Woburn line 
which was designated as a pos 
sible future dump by Town Meet: 
ing vote of March 1971. At that 
time the Town Meeting voted to 
authorize the Selectmen to take 
the land for a dump. by eminent 
domain 

The land which the Town Mana- 
ger wants the Selectmen to take 
for a dump would be used as such 
for four or five vears. he told the 
board. It adjoins the property of 
Clem Spinazola of Woburn. the 
man who owns and operates the

present town dump. 

Morris told Selectmen that the 
present dump situation is criti- 
cal. that the State Department of 
Health has indicated that the pre- 
sent dump has difficulties like 
compaction. cover and drainage. 
and that he thinks the State Board 
of Health will approve of the pro- 
posed new site. for four or five 
vear use 

It turned out that the Town 
Manager was speaking of actions 
of the State Board of Health of 
some time ago. and that at the 
present time no one knows what 
the State Board will do according 
to statements by Ernest Romano. 
Health Inspector. Mr. Romano 
thought that the State Board 
should be called in again, to make 
another evaluation. “They may 
turn it down” he said 

A meeting in the public library 
about five months ago. had re- 
sulted in an agreement on three 
possible sites for a future dump 
The Selectmen were reminded of 
this by Mr. Banda. who listed the 
sites as (1) the site being pro- 
posed by the Town Manager. (2) 
land owned by the Venevento gra- 
vel interests in North Wilming- 
ton. and (3) land owned by Canalas 
north of MacDonald Road. During 
the discussion by Mr. Banda it 
turned out that the town has 
$35.00 set aside for a dump

Morris asked the Selectmen if 
they would prefer to use the 
$95,000 and evaluate the three 
sites 

Romano told the Selectmen that 
the State Board of Health would 
not come to any conclusion with- 
out engineering data and informa- 
tion. 

Gillis was in favor of going 
ahead and taking the land anvwav 
So was Banda. It would decide. 
Banda said. who owned the land. 
most of which is already in town 
title by tax possession. There are 
only four known owners of land in 
the tract. 

Chairman Boylen announced that 
he would vote against a taking by 
eminent domain. He felt the town 
needed a new dump. He also felt 
that the town could find out if the 
State Board of Health would ap- 
prove the site by the North Wo- 
burn line in three weeks 

Romano said that would be a 
waste of time. that the State 
Board would not act without know- 
ledge. and it would probably take 
six months 

Finally, just before the final 
vote. Mr. Gillis suggested that 
Mr. Majewski be ordered to go 
ahead and prepare plans for a 
permanent dump.
